And 
among the Asian immigrant youth， 
there are many who feel uncomfort- 
able about the loss of self-esteem 让 
one fails to live up to a stereotypi- 
cal image imposed by the larger 
Society. 

Qnuite : unintentionally， brighter 
Asian students are raising provoca- 
tive questions about race Telations 
in education. Since the Little Rock， 
Ark.， School， desegregation order， 
equal educational opportunity for 
minorities has been interpreted as 
the right to catch up，by means of 
affirmative action quotas， open 
admissions，busing，bilingual educa-. 
tion，and other remedial measures， 

Today  ， Asian Americans are 
quietly raising a second minority 
demand -- the right to excel. 

In the past， educators have 
always been eager to publicize 
minority overachievers as Tole 
models for their less fortunate kin. 
Recent Asian Scholastic .success， 
however，has led to a strange turn- 


_around in attitudes in acadermia. 


NEW CRITERIA

When asked if there had been an 
Asian journalist role model prior to 
entering journalism， only 30% 


responded "yes” (See Table Nine).

Silent Discontent of Asian American Catholics

SANEFRANCISCO (PNS)-Although 
a leader has not yetemerged to nail alist of 
grievances to the cathedral door discon- 
tent has been quietly percolating among 
Asian American Catholics in the US. 

While Asian Americans undoubtedly 
Supported the papal visit, their response has 
been noticeably subdued，partly because a 
formal meeting with Asian American Cath- 
olic leaders was not on the Pope's agenda. 

Despite their rapidly growing numbers， 
over 375,000 in 1987，Asian American 
Catholics are virtually unrepresented with- 
in the hierarchy 一 there is not a single 
Asian bishop nor an Asian secretariat in 
the National Council of Bishops. 

“Maybe its because our people have 
been so faithful that they have been taken 
for granted”asserts Noemi Castillo，direc- 
tor of Filipino atffairs for the San Fran- 
cisco Archdiocese.“The leadership,， unfor- 
tunately，has taken notice only because 
donations tend to decline when less aftlu- 
ent newcomers take over a parish.… 


INCREASING 


Due to recent immigration，Asians 
constitute a rapidly increasing percentage 
of the total Catholic population in the US. 
In San Francisco alone，there are 100,000 
Asian American Catholics 一 running a 
close second to the Hispanic Catholic popu- 
lation. The newcomers，the bulk of whom 
come from South Korea，Hong Kong and 
the Philippines, are replacing an older gen- 
eration of Europeamn immigrants who estab- 
lished and once dominated the church. 

But the Asian youth raised here and 
more acculturated to American lifestyles

“There is a_ vacuum of leadership 
in terms of Asian American clergy,'”says 
Father Norman Walling，a Jesuit mission- 
ary to Taiwan presently serving in SFs Chi- 
nese community.“Nearly all our Driests and 
nuns are either Caucasian or older immi- 
grants educated in Asia who cannot relate 
well to the American-borrn youth… 

Castillo points out that the clergy in 
the Philippines command considerable re- 
spect，even heroic stature ,in the case of 
younger Priests who are leaders in the cause 
of human rights and economic justice for 
the poor She adds,“Here，we do not yet 
have such strong role models for the young 
People2” 

In the US，career pressures together 
with materialist values have deterred Asian 
American students from considering a fu- 
ture in the clergy as a viable alternative to 
secujlar professions. Social support is also 
lacking from immigrant parents who steer 
their children toward higher-paying jebs in 
order to_ helpb other members within the 
extended family system. 


A handful of programs now operate in 
cities like San Francisco, Oakland and Chi- 
cago to try to draw Asian Americans into 
the life of the church. But no coordinated 
national program for Asian American Cath- 
olics exists. 

“The basic problem is that everythin8s 
depends on the attitude of the local bishop 


rather than.on church polity”says Fr Wall- . 


ing. In a few dioceses，communication 
between the church hierarchy and Asian 
parishioners has been strained to the bteak- 
ing pboint. In San Jose，for example，the 
Vietnamese Catholic community has ac-

Kurt Adler，former artistic direc- 
tor of the San Francisco Opera， 
told this reporter that this was 
the origin of his idea to project 
Subtitles above the stage for opera 
performances，Carlin said she may 
use this method of translation when 
the theater companies exchange 
Productions in a few years. 


“Tbey definitely had trouble with 
Physical contact.

the Bay Area until last month when 
a new coalition formed to address 
this problem. 

The Asian Pacific Demographic 
Project ，Spearheaded by the Asian 
FEoundation for Community Develop- 
ment (AFCD)，will begin its _ efforts 
by gathering existing studies in the 
three major Bay Area counties -- 
SF，Alameda and Santa Clara. 

"We're hoping to _ build a_network 
of organizations throughout the 
Asian community，not only to par- 
ticipate in this project， but to also 
prepare for the 1990 Census,” Said 
Nelson Holl，executive director of 
AFCD. : 

After collecting existing data,，the
